The republic covers a little more than 
20.000 square mites, being 260 miies long 
and 165 miles in greatest breadth. The 
land is very fertile, producing tobacco, 
cotton. molasses, cocoa, coffee, fruits and 
choice woods.

Yet, in spite of rich natural 
resources, the country is not very pros- 
perous.

PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, Au@. s.—The 
revolutionary Dominican troops, which as- 
sembled at Ouanaminthe, have crossed the 
frontier and have taken possession of Da- 
jobon. The garr’son at that place retired 
to Fort Belaci, a strategic position com- 
manaing the towr. The foreign population 
and the Haytien consul left the place. 

It is considered probable that Jiminez, 
the leader of the revolution, will attempt to 
make a landing oa the island shortly in or- 
der to join the revolutionary troops at Da- 
jobon and take direction of the movement. 
The Haytien Government is taking meas- 
ures to prevent Jiminez from mnding in Its 
territory. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. §.—To-day’s news 
of the growth of the revolution in San 
Domingo to put Gen. Jiminez in possession 
of the government strengthens the belief 
that the disorder in the island will finally 
lead to its annexation to the United States 
as a colonial possession.

Evans, a noted Confederate, and in this 
campaign he broke down the prestige ©Con- 
federate veterans previously had for ob- 
taining public favor.

During the Spanish-American 
war Gov. Atkinson took great interest in 
the organization of the volunteer regiments 
for service and obtained many concessions 
from Washington for the Georgia soldiers.

The Chicago Girl Has Earned the Ad- 
miration of Mabarajas and Ser- 
vants Alike. 


BOMBAY, Aug. 4&—The pretty, girlish 
creature whose beauty once captivated the 
marriageable men of Chicago gociety cir- 
cles, but who married an English lord and 
is now vicereine of India, has just added 
to her list of unsought admirers the 
maharajah of Durbhunga, one of the pre- 
mier noblemen of Hindoostan and a trusted 
adviser of Lord Curzon. This Hindoo prince 
has respectfully placed at the disposal of 
Lady Curzon the splendid herd of elephants 
that are among his vast possessions, thus 
making Lady Curzon the possessor pro 
| tem of more of these lordly creatures than 
any other woman In the world. Her lady- 
ship has developed a great liking for the 
elephants, and frequently takes advantage 
of the friendliness existing between the 
viceroy and the maharajah to ride forth 
on one wf the gorgeously caparisoned 
elephants of state. With that happy spirit 
of frank friendliness in the company of 
underlings that only an American woman 
knows how to indulge without loss of 
dignity, the vecereine has made herself the 
idiol of the attendants at the palace of 
the Indian prince. To penetrate the reserve 
of an oriental of high degree is a feat 
that not every white Man or woman, even 
among the upper ten of India, can boast 
of having accomplished. To be given the 
freedom of the magnificent palace of his 
‘highness the maharajah of Durbhunga is a 
| compliment even to a viceroy and vicereine. 
‘The maharajah and his beaytiful palace 
l|are worthy of description in detail, in view 
of the friendliness felt by the former toward 
‘the viceroy and hie lovely American wife. 

Thoroughly imbued with Western priici- 
ples of government, a fluent English schol- 
ar and an able orator, Maharajah Ranie- 
shwar Singh etands out among the In- 
dian princes as a ruler of quite exceptiona] 
sagacity and tact. 

The vast estates over which he has con- 
trol have long been nogerees as a model of 
good management. hey extend over an 
area of 2152 equare miles, with a yearly 
rental of ® lakhs of rupees, or $1,250,000, 
Enormous 6ums are yearly spent upon thelr 
improvement and development, and the pa!- 
ace and gardens at Durbhunga are one of 
the show places at Bengal. The gardens 
were originally laid out by M. Marius, now 


head gardener to Her Highness -the Ma- 
harajah Scindia of- Gwalior, and are de- 
eervedly famous for their beauty. Every- 


thing connected with the estate being di- 
rectly supervised by European managers, 
there is none of that squalor and splendor 
which are 30 common among Orientals. In 
the palace itself the decorations are hnar- 
monious and tasteful; the magnificent é6il- 
ver furniture is free from any taint of 
vulgarity; there are no cheap oleographe 
upon the walls, nor tawdry ornaments to 
distract from the effect. This fact alone, 
indeed. would serve to render the Durb. 
hunga Palace remarkable among Eastern 
residences, 

Especially conspicuous are two massive 
silver goblets, the viceroy’s cup and blue 
ribbon of the Indian turf, twice won by 
the late Maharajah, whose racing stables 
were managed by no less an expert than 
Lord William Beresford, whose acquuint- 
ance Was recently made by Americans when 
he passed through the country on his way 
home from China. 

The elephants belonging to the rajah are 
under the control of an old man upward of 
“0 years of age. Bach elephant rejoices in 
an appellation taken from the names of 
mythological or historic heroes, and it Is 
their veteran keeper's boast that every ele- 
phant is known to him by name, 

The title dates back ont to 1808, when the 
then Maharajah Chutter Singh was formal- 
ly recognized and invested by the British 
Government. But the origin of the family 
cun be traced as far back as the reign of 
Emperor Akbar, whose lieutenants they 
were in the province of Behar. 
The present maharajah, % Ramesh war

Some Figures on the Ice Man. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

“How'd you like to be the ice man?’ 
Snyder, the calculating barber, was artist- 
ically executing a quickstep on the razor, 
when the above little ditty floated in from 
the busy thoroughfare, causing a smile of 
contempt to flit across his features. ‘“‘That 
simply makes me weary,’ he remarked, ag 
with a flourish he daubed the patron's 
face. “You hear that latest asquisition in 
the way of slang phrases repeated by men 
of every station, just as if the ice man’s 
lot was an earthly paradise. As a matter 
of fact, the individual who embarks on a 
career which involves the ~marketing of 
congealed moisture doesn’t have to run 
around searching for his troubles. How 
many people do you suppose ever think 
of the amount of money that drips right 
out of the ice man’s hands when the sun 
beams down on his heavily loaded. wagon? 
Don’t amount to much, eh? Well, you'll 
change your opinion when I bring up a few 
figures for your consideration. Starting out 
th a ton of ice, I estimate that melting 
alone causes a dead loss of about 100 
pounds to the dealer. That doesn’t seem 
much, but when you calculate that about 
100 wagons a day right here in town lose 
that amount the figures are amazing. One 
hundred thousand pounds at, say, 10 cents 
per hundred, runs up the tidy little sum 
of $100. Three hundred and sixty-five times 
$100 gives us the annual loss locally of $36,- 
“XW. Takes a little nerve, doesn’t it. to be 
an ice man? Then if during the summer 
these drippings could be collected, I figure 
that they'd supply all the hospitals in town 
with ice-water baths for sunstroke patients. 
Frozen into a solid lump, the entire year’s 
drippings would make a cube as big as a 
10-story office building. Then, again, the 
waste when the cakes are cut is enormous, 
to say nothing of what vanishes into the 
alr when the ice is whisked clean with a 
brush broom. But, without going into fur- 
ther details, I think you'll agree that the 
man who peddles ice has enough trouble to 
worry him into an early grave.

The Duke of Connaught has finally de- 
cided not to give up his prospects in Great 
Britain for the sake of his reversionary 
right to the Duchy of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 
He has, accordingly, renounced. his succes- 
sion to the Duchy for himself and his 
heirs, and it passes to the young Duke of 
Albany, who, with his mother, will reside 
in Coburg and be educated as a German 
Prince. He is only 16, and for the present 
the right to the regency is settled on 
the Prince of Hohenlohe-Langenburg, who 
is Emperor William's candidate for the 
throne. The Coburgers seem content, but 
the motive of the whole transaction is 
not yet clearly explained, and there is a 
suspicion abroad that Emperor William 
desires to oust the English Coburgs and 
secure a Duke who shall have no connec- 
tion with that detestably Liberal country. 
If he succeeds relatives of our Queen and
